quainted with  us  I want  to  grasp 
your  hand  across  the  miles  and 
through  this  Catalogue  intro- 
duce you  to  The  Gardner  Nur- 
sery Company,  of  Osage  Iowa, 
and  to  tell  you  something  about 
our  work  of  Fruit  Breeding  and 
originating  of  new  fruits  and 
the  growing  of  our  lines  of 
Hardy  ‘‘Blizzard  Belt”  Nur- 
sery products. 

Our  nurseries  were  establish- 
ed away  back  in  1857  by  the  , 
writer’s  grandfather,  Nathaniel 
Clark  Gardner.  It  was  in  the 
days  when  the  west  was  wild 
and  this  part  of  Iowa  was  bare 
prairie  except  for  fringe  of  tim- 
ber along  the  streams.  Settlers 
as  the  early  timers  were  called 
were  few  and  far  between.  It 
was  before  the  railroads  had 
come  in;  and,  in  fact  there  were  no  regular  roads,  except  the 
winding  prairie  trails  that  lead  from  settlement  to  settlement. 
The  nearest  trading  point  was  McGregor  on  the  Mississippi  River 
some  ninety  miles  away  and  it  took  from  ten  days  to  two  weeks 
time  to  go  there  for  the  needed  supplies.  Bands  of  Indians  were 
a common  sight.  Deer  and  other  wild  game  abounded  along  the 
streams;  and  prairie  chickens,  quail  and  wood  grouse  were  very 
plentiful.  The  whole  country  was  as  far  away  from  its  present 
state  as  can  well  be  imagined. 

Grandfather’s  first  start  in  the  nursery  business  was  in  growing 

strawberries  and  other  small 
fruits  and  in  the  saving  of  what, 
in  those  days  seemed  to  be  large 
quantities  of  vegetable  and 
flower  seeds.  These  fruits  and 
seeds  were  sold  to  the  store 
keepers  in  the  settlements  and 
to  the  neighbors.  They  were 
all  hungry  for  the  fruits  and 
vegetables  they  had  been  accus- 
tomed to  enjoy  in  their  eastern 
homes  before  moving  out  into 
what  was  then  the  wild  west. 

Grandfatherwas  a greathand 
to  experiment  with  the  different 
fruits,  etc.  and  had  brought  a 
liberal  supply  of  them  overland 
in  his  ox-drawn  covered  wagon, 
when  moving  from  western  New 
York  to  the  new  Iowa  home. 
The  Indians  told  of  evergreens  growing  along  Root  River  some 
60  miles  to  the  north.  Grandfather  and  the  writers  father  Charles 
F.  Gardner,  then  a boy  in  his  teens,  drove  up  there  and  brought 
back  a load  of  the  young  wild  Pines,  some  of  which  are  still  grow- 
ing on  the  old  homestead  and  other  near  by  farms.

Then  came  the  period  of  uvil  War  tna.  ..eaned  the 

farms  and  settlements  of  all  the  men  who  went  in  answer 

to  Uncle  Sam’s  call  to  the  battle  fields  down  in  Dixie  land.  After 
the  war  Charles  F.  Gardner  purchased  the  land  and  established 
the  location  on  which  our  nurseries  now  stand.  He  made  the  grow- 
ing of  Evergreens  from  seed,  his  leading  specialty  for  a number 
of  years  and  was  the  first  person  west  of  the  Mississippi  to  suc- 
cessfully grow  Conifers  from  seed  in 
commercial  quantities. Thousands  of 
the  fine  Evergreen  windbreaks  now 
growing  all  over  the  middle  west 
stand  as  a monument  to  his  early 
labors  in  this  line. 

The  work  of  Fruit  Breeding  was 
started  about  40 years  ago  when  fath- 
er planted  some  selected  pits  from  a 
Japan-American  crossed  plum  orig- 
inated by  Prof.  J.  L.  Budd,  of  Iowa 
Agricultural  College  at  Ames,  Iowa. 

He  found  the  trees  grown  from  this 
particular  variety  would  some  of

By  top  working  other  Japanese  var- 
ieties and  making  hundreds  of  crosses  the  work  has  been  carried 
on  and  we  are  now  five  generations  away  from  the  original  Japan 
Hybrid  No.  3 as  developed  by  Prof.  Budd.  In  our  experimental 
orchards  we  have  hundreds  of  bearing  trees,  all  different  from 
each  other  and  no  more  like  them  in  the  world.  From  these  hun- 
dreds of  varieties  we  have  selected  15  that  stand  out  in  a class 
by  themselves,  being  by  far  the  largest  and  best  quality  plums 
we  have  ever  seen,  barring  none.  You  will  find  these  new  plums 
described  on  pages  8 and  9. 

About  17  years  ago  father  started  experimenting  in  breeding 
and  originating  new  varieties  of 
strawberries,  especially  with  the  idea 
of  prolonging  the  fruitingseason.  He 
made  thousands  of  crosses  between 
the  earlier  varieties  of  Everbearing 
Strawberries  and  was  very  successful 
in  originating  new  varieties  of  great 
merit.  Our  Number  999  Giant  is  one 
of  the  most  popular  Everbearers. 

The  year  it  was  originated  we  had 
over 80, 000  strawberry  seedlings  from 
which  it  was  originated.  We  now 
have  33  new  varieties  of  Everbearing 
Strawberries  that  we  are  growing 
under  numbers  and  after  giving  the 
usual  four  year  test  the  top  notchers 
will  be  named  and  introduced  to  the 
strawberry  loving  public.

Father  and  I were  very  close  together  in  all  of  this  work  and 
some  of  the  most  pleasant  memories  of  my  life  are  the  walks  we 
used  to  take  through  the  Experimental  Grounds  looking  at  the 
new  creations  and  studying  them  with  view  of  making  new  com- 
bination of  crosses  that  would  bring  a still  further  improvement 
either  in  the  fruits  or  in  the  root  system  or  habits  of  growth.  I 
well  remember  a walk  we  took  in  June,  six  years  ago,  when  we 
decided  to  cross  our  best  Everbearing  variety  with  the  best  once- 
a-year  fruiter  , to  see  what  such  a combination  would  bring.  And 
as  it  has  happened  from  the  crosses  made  that  day,  came  the  won- 
derful Red  Gold,  once-a-year  fruiter,  described  elsewhere  in 
this  folder 


Father  simply  lived  with  his  plants  and  would  get  so  inter- 
ested in  his  work  that  he  often  lost  all  track  of  meal  time,  and 
had  to  be  looked  up  and  told  that  it  was  time  to  eat.  The  last 
year  of  his  life  was  spent  among  his  new  Creations  and  he  great- 
ly enjoyed  watching  the  new  varieties  grow  and  bear  their  differ 
ent  types  of  fruits. 


Other  lines  of  work  have  been  carried  on  in  the  crossing  of  the 
English  Walnut,  of  California,  with  our  hardy  native  Butternut. 
The  original  crosses  were  made  several  years  ago  and  the  first 
generation  of  hybrids  should  start  bearing  nuts  now  within  a few 
years.  From  these  hybrid  trees  that  throw  back  on  English  Wal- 
nut side  of  the  family  we  may  get  a new  nut  with  shell  so  thin 
that  they  may  be  cracked  with  the  fingers.  We  also  have  origin- 
ated new  race  of  Sweet  Chestnuts  that 
bearlarge  eatingnuts  on  young'rees. 

In  pears  we  are  working  with  the 
Chinese  Hardy  Blight  Proof  Varie- 
ties and  so  far  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful. 

In  apples  we  have  14  new  varie- 
ties of  great  merit  that  we  have  bred 
from  hardy  iron-clads,  crossed  with 
Delicious  and  other  fine  dessert  var- 
ieties. 

We  are  testing  the  new  varieties 
and  will  propagate  and  offer  for  sale 
only  those  that  are  an  outstanding 
ROBERT  E.  GARDNER  improvement  over  the  older  sorts. 
Last  but  not  least  is  "Bob”  on  In  our  General  Nursery  Depart- 
Tn'  our  largest  item  is  strawberry 
However,  he  has  several  years  of  plants  which  we  grow  in  large  quan- 
school  and  playtime  before  busi-  tities  in  both  the  everbearing  and 
ness  demand  his  attention  June  fru5ting  varieties.  Next  comes 

the  new  Japan  hybrid  plums,  apples, 
pears,  raspberries,  grapes,  asparagus,  rhubarb,  shrubs,  orna- 
mental trees,  hedge  plants,  evergreens,  etc. 

We  operate  160  acres  with  practically  every  square  foot  under 
intensive  cultivation  and  our  soil  is  especially  adapted  for  grow- 
ing of  trees  and  plants. 


We  are  the  folks  who  originated  the  idea  of  packing  Potted 
Bulbs  and  Violets  in  Jardiniere  cartons  ready  for  over  the  counter 
trade  in  Department,  Drug  and  Variety  stores.  We  have  broad 
basic  patents  on  our  packages  and  this  department  has  grown  to 
be  a big  business  in  itself  with  practically  no  limit  to  future  sales 
possibilities. 

We  operate  our  Own  printing  plant,  consisting  of  six  presses

Propagation  of  Orchard  Fruits 


You  will  be  interested  in  our  Triple  Root  method  of  grafting 
plums,  apples,  pears  and  nut  trees,  which  is  the  outgrowth  of 
many  years  of  experimenting  with  different  ways  of  propagation 
of  orchard  fruits  and  has  many  advantages  over  the  older  methods. 

These  Triple  Root  Grafts  are  made  by  grafting  three  roots  on 
a strong  sturdy  scion  of  the  variety  desired,  as  shown  in  picture. 
This  gives  three  chances  to  grow  over  one  by  old  methods  and 
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if  all  three  roots  unite  and  grow  the  graft  or  “little  tree”  starts 
off  with  a splendid  root  system.  By  setting  the  Grafts  into  per- 
manent place  the  first  roots  go  out  into  the  soil  making  the  anchor 
roots  for  the  tree.  These  are  never  disturbed,  and  the  whole 
growth  is  strong  and  healthy,  making  trees  that  come  into  bear- 
ing early  and  still  that  are  long  lived,  and  will  not  be  blown  over 
by  strong  winds  just  as  trees  are  in  their 
prime  as  is  often  the  case  with  Orchard 
trees  that  had  their  first  or  anchor  roots 
cut  in  Nurseries.  We  have  picked  183  big 
Yellow  Gold  plums  from  a single  tree  the 
3rd  year  after  planting. 

By  the  use  of  proper  hardy  roots  prac- 
tically all  orchard  fruits  can  be  propagat- 
ed by  this  Triple  Root  Method  and  such 
Grafts  will  quickly  grow'  into  profit  mak- 
ing orchards  that  will  grow'  and  serve 
their  fortunate  owner  for  a lifetime.  An- 
other great  advantage  is  thatthese  Triple 
Root  Grafts  can  be  safely  shipped  in 
special  mailing  boxes  anyw'here  in  the 
U.  S.  at  but  a few  cents  cost  for  postage. 

In  these  days  of  high  express  rates  this 
makes  a big  saving  over  the  shipping  of 
trees,  which  have  had  anchor  roots  cut  in 
nurseries  and  which  cannot  grow  another 
set  of  anchor  roots  as  good  as  thefirstones, 
for  it  is  their  first  roots  that  reach  away 
out  and  that  penetrate  to  great  depths  and 
not  only  anchor  the  trees  but  also  give  a 
large  area  of  soil  to  draw  food  to  the  trees, 
which  means  hardy,  healthy  orchards 
with  large  crops  of  profit  making  high 
grade  fruit. 

For  our  friends  who  do  not  have  room 
for  the  planting  of  several  trees  and  still 
would  like  to  have  several  varieties  grow  - 
ing and  fruiting,  we  can  supply  a com- 
bination Triple  Root  Graft  with  three 
varieties  growing  on  same  as  shown  in 
picture.  Tliethree  varieties  must  be  closely 
related,  that  is  all  three 
plums  or  all  apples,  etc.

As  you  will  notice  we 
give  prices  on  these  various 
Triple  Root  Grafts  along 
with  trees  when  quoting  on 
our  hardy  plums,  apples, 
pears,  and  nut  trees.

NOTE. — Our  Red  Gold  strawberry  is  an  entirely  different  variety  from  one 
introduced  by  a Michigan  Grower  under  name  Red  Gold.  Under  the  rules  of 
American  Pomological  Society  two  varieties  of  strawberries  cannot  bear  same 
name  and  priority  of  publication  determines  the  right  to  use  a name.  The 
Society  is  now  investigating  the  matter  and  should  it  be  found  that  the  Mich- 
igan folks  happened  to  decide  on  Red  Gold  as  a name  for  their  new  berry  and 
published  it  before  we  did  we  will  change  our  name  to  Red  Nugget  or  Gold 
Mine.

For  foundation  planting  the  Japanese  Berberry  makes  a very 
beautiful  effect.
